SAN FRANCISCO-Vr)-A message 


from the Soviet transpolar plane indi- 
cating it would attempt to fly as far 
as San Diego on its non-stop flight 
from Moscow was. intercepted here by 
Mnckay Radio. 


The message, relayed to army head- 


quarters here for translation said the 
plane's proposed route would be over 
Oakland and Los Angeles to San 
Diego, approximately 6,487 miles from 
the starting point in Moscow. 


No position was'givcn in the message. 


The plane was believed to be over 
Oregon. 


Previously they had announced that 


they would land at Oakland airport. 


just across San Francisco Bay from 
here. 


Prior to thnt, there had been inti- 


mations that they might try to extend 
their flight to Mexico. 


Gregory I. Gokhmnn, Soviet consul 


hare, had chartered a United States 
Airline plane and had asked if the 
ship could land in Mexico if that be- 
came necessary. He was told that it 
could. 


Weather was moderating ahead of 


tlic fliers, who crossed the North Pole 
region in a gale-blown snowstorm. 
From Seattle to Roscburg, Ore., skies 
were overcast and there were showers. 
From Roscburg south to Oakland fly- 
ing conditions were good, the United 
Airlines Weather Bureau advised. 


Skies were overcast at Portland but 


radiomen there said the message they 
intercepted was so strong it seemed 
likely the plane was nearby. Portland 
is 592 miles from Oakland and only a 
few miles from Vancouver, Wash., 
where the first Russian transpolar 
flight ended.

Roosevelt said Tuesday he hud asked 
government 
departments concerned 


with housing matters to make a de- 
tailed survey of the nation's liousng 
problem, treating rentals as well as 
homo ownership. 


He told his press conference after 


conferring with representatives of nine 
government agencies that building of 
new houses was lagging seriously due 
principally to increases in construction 
costs. He said that with price correc- 
tions now beginning to take place in 
certain phases of the housing indus- 
try, 
construction costs will go down 


some. 


But, lie added, even aji increase of a 


few hundred dollars in the price of a 
home has been found a serious factor 
in discouraging prospective home own- 
ers to build although financing has 
been made easier by government ef- 
forts. 


Saying that more than 50 per cent 


of the wage earning population of the 
country lives in rented homes and 
that the administration has done vir- 
tually nothing to lower rentals, the 
president suid that this problem now 
must be taken up seriously for the 
first time. 


He asked his conferees to study a 


.suggestion of the creation of a limited 
dividend corporation financed by sav- 
ings of renters. Such an agency would 
function much like a building and loan 
iissocialion but would be used for 
building houses and apartments for 
rent.

Plane-Still Thinks It Was Dream 


Grady Catledge, Mississippian, Lives to Tell of Wild 


Ride—Can't Figure Out How He Landed 


Ship in Cotton Patch 


CLARKSDALE, Miss. —</P)— Grady 


Catledge, Sumner, Miss., mechanic 
who claims he never had been higher 
than a tree top and knows as much 
about an airplane as a hog does about 
a wrist watch, suddenly found him- 
self an unwilling pilot for a brief flight 
and was alive to tell of his remarka- 
ble adventure. 


Mack Mclnnis, a Greenwood cotton- 


dusting aviator, came forward to veri- 
fy Catledge's story. He said he had 
landed his plane in a roadside field 
on the Clarksdale-Greenwood highway 
near Glendora and encountered dif- 
ficulty re-starting the motor. 


Along came Catledge and offered to 


help. Mclnnis suggested that Grady 
spin the propeller. The mechanic re- 
fused but agreed to sit in the cockpit 
and handle the throttle while the pilot 
labored with the "prop." 


The motor roared and the plane 


swung gracefully into the air. Cat- 
«dge said he did not realize what had 
happened until he saw the ground fad- 


ing away. He said he fingered his 
control and found that the plane re- 
sponded easily to his slightest touch. 


"Fortunately I remained cool and in 


a few minutes learned how to operate 
the machine." Catledge said. 


He said he swung around in a wide 


circle four or five times and after 
some experimenting brought the plane 
safely back to the field almost in 
front of Mclnnis, who had been yelling 
at the top of his voice and making all 
kinds of gestures. 


Both agreed the aviator was the 


most frightened of the two. 


"I just couldn't believe it," Mclnnis 


said. 


Catledge attributed his narrow es- 


cape from death to his knowledge of 
mechanics, but avowed he had never 
operated a plane before. 


"I just can't figure it out," he said. 


"Maybe some higher power saved my 
lifei I don't know. I do know, now 
thai jt is all over, that it seems like 
a dream."

TEXARKANA— One man was kill- 


ed and three others cut and bruised 
when a boiler exploded at the Skinner 
sawmill in the 1400 block on Buchanan 
avenue here Tuesday afternoon. 


W. J. Skinner, 40, manager of the 


plant, died at a hospital about six hours 
following the explosion. 


Others injured were I. L. McDaniel, 


35; Oscar Shoe, 22, and Howard Green, 
15, negro. 


Suffers Crushed Skull 


Skinner suffered a crushed skull and 


was burned badly over the body. It 
was believed he was struck on the 
head by a piece of flying boiler plate. 
Ho was standing within 20 feet of the 
boiler at the time of the explosion. 
Part of the shed housing the machinery 
on which he was working collapsed, 
trapping him. 


Shoe was standing nearest the boiler. 


The force of the blast knocked him to 
the ground, leaving him stunned. Shoe 
operated the trimmer and was stand- 
ing beside that piece of machinery 
when tlie blast occurred. 


McDaniel, who ran the edging ma- 


chine. was dazed when pieces of boil- 
er plate struck him. He was able to 
give an account of the blast. 


Howard Green, 15, negro, not em- 


ployed at the mill, was burned on the 
face, shoulders and arm. He was stand- 
ing near the boiler. He was taken to 
a hospital. His condition was not re- 
girded as serious.

Public Must Be Mindful of Drudgery 


of Service. 


When the League of Women Shop- 


pers issued a colorful pamphlet the 
other day entitled "Consider the Laun- 
dry Worker," it called attention to 
the conditions of those who work in 
the wholesale cleansing places and sug- 
gested ways of improving these condi- 
tions. 


In this day, when collective bargain- 


ing has replaced personal initiative 
which used to get men, women and 
children places in the sun, maybe it 
is necessary to stress the need of reg- 
imentation. Maybe those who wash 
clothes and those who sort clothes 
should wear buttons to show that they 
are one in the great purpose of mak- 
ing whiter, cleaner clothes. 


Certainly there is no labor harder 


than that which deals with suds, soap, 
steam, and everlasting pressure on 
clothing that the dirt may be removed. 
True, it has never been glorified. We 
comment that a dress is faded, a towel 
isn't clean or a pillow-slip is torn. 
The human problems back of patient 
drudgery that cared for the labor arc 
seldom considered. Steel, iron, any 
metal-using industry comes in for its 
share of space in the daily newspapers, 
fever clothes-washing. 


Lilllc Romance in Suds 


The pamphlet makes us realize how 
!ar we have come from the olden days 
when there was someone in every 
\ousehold whose task it was to plunge 
.he clothes into foaming tubs, rub and 
•inse and hang them in the sun and 
vind, to dry. Laundry was a pleas- 
ant ceremony then, 'it was done slow- 
y and rhythmically. 
Then, as society advanced, and peo- 


ple had less and less time due to the 
complex organization that set in, laun- 
dry became a back-breaking task in 
nany homes, until modern scientific 
ipplianccs lessened the labor. Always 
t seems that the process of making 
lothcs clean has been one of the most 
unsung and uninteresting accorded to 


ny worker. 
'In the little towns of Europe and 
he Asiatic countries we .still find the 
peasant women chatting comfortably 
is they pound their garments with 
ticks, holding, them against the rocks, 
jr rubbing them on the stones. Laun- 
,ry day is a fete day on their calen- 
dars. They have no steam or suds 
ind damp air with which to contend, 
o one to tell them to hasten the count 
r the rinsings. 


Case for Mass Attention 


Whether or not laundry workers are 
>ver-wo:-ked and underpaid, as the 


booklet implies, is a vital problem 
We are concerned, however, with the 
fact that when we mass ourselves into 
groups, we must expect disadvantages 
as well as advantages • accruing from 
our aggregate living. We pray devout- 
ly that Utopia will find an abiding 
place some day, and cease to be the 
magic land of nowhere. We wish thai 
every man and woman should have a 
comfortable place to work, toil equal 
to his strength, and wages that provide 
for a few of the luxuries as well as all 
the necessities of life. 


The booklet, which the League of 


Women Shoppers has issued, leaves 
the situation in the case of the laundry 
workers up to us as individuals. The 
employers can not afford to give high- 
er wages, it states, and charge the 
present rates for laundry. If you and 
I would pay a few more cents a week, 
this could be done. 


If we can, we could help about 50,000 


people. On the other hand, if,-the rate 
went Up, many people might have to 
do their own handkerchiefs and towels 
who now can afford a laundry.

Al said he was through violating the 


law. He's proud of his ability to or- 


ganize, and told me he was going to 
look for a place and a legitimate busi- 
ness to get into when he gets out. 


Denies Part in Kidnaping 


I met Hauvey Bailey, too. Nobody 


introduced me to him, but we got 
fairly well acquainted and talked a 
good deal. 


He worked in the kitchen and steam 


table most of the time, but just before 
I left he was transferred to the laundry. 


Bailey is nearly 50. His hair is al- 


most white, he weighs around 200 
pounds. 


He was pretty cheerful and pepped 


up. He denies he had any hand in the 
lirschel kidnaping although he was 
caught on the Texas farm where 
Urschel was held, with some of the 
ransom money.

Bailey. He said he would, and i was 
turning away when 1 saw him swing 
on Walter and knock him out.
